He said to day 
he wo uld remo v e his name 
fro m the ballo t in Mary land, 
but wo uld no t fo rmally with­ 
draw fro m the Tex as co ntest 
o ut o f co nsideratio n fo r dele­ 
gates there. He said that tho se 
delegates will no t be bo und to 
v o te fo r him and said he was 
releasing the 11 natio nal co n­ 
v entio n delegates he already 
wo n. 
The 197 2 Demo cratic v ice 
presidential candidate, who fin­ 
ished third in last week’s Il­ 
lino is primary , said he will 
spend a week o r so v acatio ning 
and then is likely to endo rse 
ano ther candidate. 
“ We hav e no t y et by any 
means seen all the characters 
who will appear in the play ,” 
Shriv er said. He generally de­ 
clined co mment o n the o ther 
candidates, but said Wallace 
was the o nly o ne he co uld no t 
suppo rt. He also said at his 
Washingto n, D.C., news co nfer­ 
ence that he thinks Carter will 
be “ hard to sto p.”

But he said “ we need to think 
thro ugh the appro priate ro le o f 
a limited inco mes po licy in the 
present env iro nment. ’ ’ Inco mes 


po licy is a term used to de­ 
scribe 
go v ernment 
co ntro ls 
o v er wages and prices. 
Bums made the remarks in 
testimo ny prepared fo r the Sen­ 
ate Budget Co mmittee. 
He also suggested that Co n­ 
gress co nsider measures to in­ 
crease tax incentiv es fo r busi­ 
ness inv estment, to d elay time­ 
tables fo r achiev ing the na­ 
tio n’s env iro nmental and safety 
go als, to enco urage price co m­ 
petitio n by business, and to re­ 
v iew labo r po licies, such as the 
minimum wage law and inco me 


maintenance pro grams, which 
he said may be helping to keep 
unemplo y ment high. 
Of the past wage and price 
co ntro l pro gram, Bums said, 
“ Recent ex perience has em­ 
phatically demo nstrated that 
lasting benefits canno t be ex ­ 
pected fro m co mprehensiv e o r 
mandato ry wage and price co n­ 
tro ls.” 
“ Ho wev er,” he added, “ a po l­ 
icy that wo uld permit a mo dest 
delay o f key wage o r price in­ 
creases, thus pro v iding an o p­ 
po rtunity fo r quiet go v ern­ 


mental interv entio n o r fo r pub­ 
lic hearings and the mo biliza­ 
tio n o f public o pinio n, may y et 
be o f significant benefit in re­ 
ducing abuses o f priv ate eco ­ 
no mic po wer ...” 
He said a limited-inco mes 
po licy also co uld help mo v e the 
natio n to ward full emplo y ment 
and stable prices. 
The Federal Reserv e chair­ 
man also to ld the co mmittee 
that reco v ery fro m recessio n is 
pro ceeding satisfacto rily and is 
ex tending thro ugho ut the eco no ­ 
my . 


But he also said the natio n is 
faced with a “ serio us di­ 
lemma” in finding new jo bs fo r 
the 7 millio n Americans who 
remain 
unemplo y ed, 
while 
guarding against a new o ut­ 
break o f serio us inflatio n. 
He said if Co ngress tries to 
create jo bs thro ugh new go v ­ 
ernment spending, larger budg­ 
et deficits might be created.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 
Patricia Hearst, co nv icted o f 
bank ro bbery by a jury co n­ 
v inced o f her guilt by her 
wo rds and actio ns as the rev o ­ 
lutio nary “ Tania,” faces up to 
25 y ears in priso n and ano ther 
trial o n mo re serio us charges. 
Ev idence presented by the 
go v ernment to sho w that the 
kidnaped newspaper heiress 
willingly embraced the terro r­ 
ism o f her capto rs o utweighed 
her testimo ny that she co o pera­ 
ted with them to sav e her life, 
juro rs said. 
“ I do n’t think it was any par­ 
ticular thing at all that led to 
o ur finding her guilty ,” said 
Marily n Wentz, a member o f 
the panel that fo und Miss 
Hearst guilty o f armed bank 
ro bbery Saturday after 12 ho urs 
o f deliberatio n. “ I think it was 
a co mbinatio n o f all the ev i­ 
dence.” 
Mrs. Wentz, 36, a dental as­ 
sistant and mo ther o f fo ur fro m 
Hay ward, Calif., said in an in­ 
terv iew Sunday night, “ I kno w 
I went o v er it, and o v er it — 
ev ery thing — befo re deciding.” 
She said she tho ught that 
bo th the pro secuto r, U.S. Atty . 
James L. Bro wning Jr., and 
chief defense atto rney F. Lee 
Bailey “ did a v ery go o d jo b in 
presenting the case.” 
Ano ther juro r said the o rdeal 
o f deliberatio ns was so intense 
that so me members o f the pan­ 
el wept and o thers became sick 
to their sto machs. 
To day , the 22-y ear-o ld Miss 
Hearst waited behind bars fo r 
the unfo lding o f a fate no w in 


the hands o f her judge, atto r­ 
ney s and pro secuto rs. 
Sentencing by U.S. District 
Co urt Judge Oliv er J. Carter is 
scheduled fo r April 19. He said 
Sunday that the max imum pen­ 
alty he wo uld co nsider wo uld 
be 25 y ears in priso n and a 
$10,000 fine fo r armed bank 
ro bbery . 
Miss Hearst also was co n­ 
v icted o f using a weapo n in a 
felo ny , which carries a max ­ 
imum 1 0-y ear sentence. But 
Carter said, “ I do n’t co nsider 
that I co uld impo se the seco nd 
penalty o n to p o f the bank ro b­ 
bery , since that really is includ­ 
ed in the first o ffense.” 
The heiress to a v ast publish­ 
ing fo rtune sho wed no emo tio n 
Saturday afterno o n when the 
guilty v erdict returned by the 
sev en wo men and fiv e men was 
read in the hushed co urtro o m. 
Miss Hearst had testified 
tearfully that she had jo ined 
the April 15, 197 4, ho ldup at a 
Hibernia Bank branch here 
after being raped, to rtured and 
threatened with death by the 
Sy mbio nese Liberatio n Army 
band that kidnaped her two 
mo nths earlier. 
Carter said the federal go v ­ 
ernment wo uld turn her o v er to 
autho rities in Lo s Angeles fo r 
arraignment o n state kidnap­ 
ing, 
assault 
and 
ro bbery 
charges within the week. If 
co nv icted o n tho se charges, 
which stem fro m a crime spree 
a mo nth after the bank ro bbery 
here, she co uld be sentenced to 
life in priso n.

Sp en din g fo r p o llu tio n abate­ 
men t an d co n tro l by bu sin ess, co n ­ 
su mers an d go v ern men t in the 
Un ited States to talled $2 3 billio n in 
19 73, rep o rts the Dep artmen t o f 
Co mmerce. This was an in crease 
o f 18 p er cen t o v er the $19 .5 billio n 
sp en t in 1972 an d the bu lk o f it — 
$13 .2 billio n — was sp en t by in du s­ 
try , an d mo st o f it wen t to co mbat 
water p o llu tio n .. 


Figu res fo r 19 74 an d 1975, when 
they beco me av ailable, will n o 
do u bt sho w a co n tin u in g u p ward 
tren d. Acco rdin g to the go v ern ­ 
m en t’s Co u n cil o n En v iro n men tal 
Qu ality , so me in du stries will hav e 
to p u t 10 to 2 0 p er cen t o f their to tal 
p lan t an d eq u ip men t in v estmen ts 
in to p o llu tio n co n tro l to meet ex ­ 
istin g federal laws.

“ W here the go al has been

q u ality lev el. Where the go al has 
n o t been achiev ed, it wo u ld iden tify 
the additio n al techn o lo gy that 
wo u ld hav e to be ap p lied, deter­ 
min e its feasibility , an d ascertain 
the desirability o f the ben efits ex ­ 
p ected.” 
Su ch an ap p ro ach, he say s, 
wo u ld av o id the u n n ecessary co st

An o ther so lu tio n to the dilemma 
is thro u gh techn o lo gy itself — 
thro u gh “seco n d gen eratio n ” wa­ 
ter p o llu tio n co n tro l eq u ip men t — 
acco rdin g to Eco dy n be Co rp . 
At a recen t Po llu tio n Co n tro l 
Ro u n dtable, Eco dy n e rep o rted 
in n o v atio n s which hav e sliced 
tho u san ds o f do llars o ff the in itial 
cap ital co st o f water treatmen t 
eq u ip men t as well as en ergy co sts 
an d still mo re in an n u al o p eratin g 
co sts, with better resu lts in terms 
o f water q u ality . 
The n atio n ’s co u rse o v er the 
n ex t few y ears wo u ld thu s seem to 
be n o t to aban do n the go al o f

su ggest an d that they hav e been 
fightin g hard behin d the scen es 
again st a takeo v er by the radicals. 
Bu t their jo b has been co mp licated, 
as it was du rin g the cu ltu ral rev o ­ 
lu tio n , by the activ e in v o lv emen t 
o n the radical side o f the p erso n 
p resu med to hav e the mo st direct 
access to Mao —his wife. 
Mrs. Mao ’s p erso n al v en o m was 
p lain ly behin d the latest an ti-Ten g 
o u tbu rsts in which “that u n rep en t­ 
an t cap italist ro ader” was accu sed 
o f demo n stratin g his disdain fo r 
her rev o lu tio n ized theater. No t o n ­ 
ly did he refu se to atten d a sin gle 
rev o lu tio n ary o p era, 
“he ev en 
slan dero u sly remarked ‘it is hard 
to sell tickets fo r rev o lu tio n ary the­ 
atrical sho ws these day s.’ ” An o th­ 
er recen t ex amp le o f Mrs. Mao ’s 
resu rgen ce was a fro n t-p age p u ff in 
the Peo p le’s Daily fo r her p et farm 
brigade n ear Tien tsin , which Ten g 
is alleged to hav e dismissed as a 
p o o r rev o lu tio n ary mo del. 
Mrs. Mao is clearly takin g ad­ 
v an tage o f the p resen t camp aign to 
get her o wn back o n a hated riv al. 
Whether she is also in flu en cin g 
her hu sban d—an d thro u gh him, 
state p o licy —is an o ther q u estio n . 
Red Gu ard man u scrip ts p u b­ 
lished du rin g the cu ltu ral rev o lu ­ 
tio n in the 19 60s su ggested that 
Chairman Mao had n o great re- 
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sp ect fo r her p o litical ju dgmen t 
an d recen t v isito rs hav e testified 
that, fo r all his feeblen ess, his o wn 
p o litical sav v y is still v ery mu ch 
in tact. 
Po sters in Can to n last week 
claimed that Mao was em bar­ 
rassed an d an n o y ed by his wife’s 
p u blicity -seekin g rev elatio n s to an 
American writer who is abo u t to 
p u blish her o n ce au tho rized an d 
n o w disclaimed bio grap hy . These 
p o sters may well hav e been co n ­ 
triv ed by the mo derates as p art o f 
their co u n ter-attack. Bu t they may 
also p o in t to an o ther p o ten tial lo ser 
fro m the cu rren t camp aign .

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
State Department has decided 
to sto p publishing a o nce widely 
av ailable perso nnel ro ster that 
co uld be used to identify CIA 
emplo y es, and to limit dis­ 
tributio n o f ano ther such list to 
a “ need-to -kno w” basis. 
The department ackno wledg ­ 
ed Friday that it was no lo ng er 
•printing its “ fo reig n serv ice 
list” and said it wo uld limit ac­ 
cess to the “ bio g raphic reg is­ 
ter.” Bo th had been av ailable 
to the public. 
It attributed the mo v e to the 
limits impo sed o n the dis­ 
tributio n o f perso nal info rma­ 
tio n by the Priv acy Act o f 197 4, 
but it also indicated that the 
do cuments’ v alue to perso ns 
try ing to identify CIA ag ents 
po sing as State Department 
emplo y es play ed a ro le in the 
decisio n. 
“ A new dimensio n was added 
to the pro blem when an Ameri­ 
can o fficial was assassinated in 
Athens 
in 
December 
197 5, 
who se identificatio n was attrib­ 
uted in part by the news media 
to the manner in which his 
name and bio g raphic sketch 
were listed in the bio g raphic 
reg ister and fo reig n serv ice 
list,” spo kesman Jo hn Ordway 
said. 
He referred to the murder o f 
Richard Welch, the CIA statio n 
chief in Athens, who was listed 
in bio g raphial material as a 
State Department emplo y e but 
had been identified in print o n 
sev eral o ccasio ns befo re his 
death as a CIA o fficer. 
The fo reig n serv ice list g iv es 
the names and assig nments o f 
the hig her-ranking emplo y es in 
each. U.S. embassy aro und the 
wo rld. It had been issued fo ur 
times a y ear, but the mo st re­ 
cent issue came o ut in Aug ust 
and has no t been updated. 
Ordway said the annual bio ­ 
g raphic reg ister is being up­ 
dated and wo uld receiv e a lim­ 
ited distributio n “ to tho se em­ 
plo y es o f the department who 
hav e an o fficial need to kno w.” 
It was last distributed in 197 4. 
The reg ister g iv es the names, 
and 
thumbnail bio g raphical 
sketches including educatio n 
and prev io us po sts, o f fo reig n 
serv ice o fficers, emplo y es o f 
the Ag ency fo r Internatio nal 
Dev elo pment and the U.S. In­ 
fo rmatio n Ag ency , and emplo y ­ 
es hired o n a tempo rary , co n­ 
tract basis kno wn as “ fo reig n 
serv ice reserv e.” 
Bo th do cuments co uld be 
used by so meo ne with at least 
a casual kno wledg e abo ut CIA 
“ co v er” o r disg uise to identify 
the ag ents amo ng the depart­ 
ment’s emplo y es by lo o king at 
jo b titles, jo b descriptio ns and 
prev io us po sts. 
One so urce indicated that the 
decisio n was made “ at a fairly 
hig h lev el o f the department.” 
“ The department was co n­ 
cerned that the publicatio n and 
issuance o f do cuments co ntain­ 
ing perso nal info rmatio n abo ut 
emplo y es witho ut their written 
co nsent was in v io latio n o f the 
Priv acy Act,” said Ordway . 
Tbe decisio n to suspend and 
withho ld the publicatio ns was 
praised by a fo rmer CIA ag ent 
who has been critical o f what 
he co nsidered the U.S. g o v ern­ 
ment’s failure to assure ade­ 
quate pro tectio n fo r ag ents, but 
it 
was 
criticized 
by 
the 
chairwo man o f the Ho use Go v ­ 
ernment Operatio ns subco m­ 
mittee o n g o v ernment info rma­ 
tio n and indiv idual rig hts.

1Telephone execs 
plan 1o lobby 
in Washington

SPRINGFIELD, 111. (AP) - 
A g ro up o f Illino is telepho ne 
co mpany ex ecutiv es plan to 
lo bby in Washing to n nex t week 
fo r leg islatio n to halt what they 
co ntend is harmful co mpetitio n 
in the industry . 
At a news co nference Friday , 
R.E. Neathammer, president o f 
the Illino is Telepho ne Asso ci­ 
atio n, said 33 representativ es o f 
pho ne co mpanies serv ing Il­ 
lino is wo uld meet with the 
state’s co ng ressio nal deleg a­ 
tio n. 
Neathammer said Federal 
Co mmunicatio ns 
Co mmissio n 
decisio ns in recent y ears hav e 
been desig ned to increase co m­ 
petitio n 
in 
the 
tele­ 
co mmunicatio ns industry , but 
ev entually will result in hig her 
residential rates and po o rer 
serv ice. 
The 
pro po sed 
leg islatio n, 
called the Co nsumer Co mmu­ 
nicatio ns Refo rm Act o f 1 9 76, 
effectiv ely wo uld eliminate the 
co mpetitio n. 
“ We believ e that the FCC’s 
tinkering with the wo rld’s finest 
telepho ne serv ice has beco me a 
public issue that o nly the Co n­ 
g ress o f the United States can 
reso lv e,” Neathammer said. 
As 
an ex ample o f co m­ 
petitio n, Neathammer cited Mi­ 
cro wav e Co mmunicatio ns Inc., 
which has set up priv ate lines 
between majo r cities fo r use by 
businesses at lo wer rates than 
reg ular 
lo ng 
distance 
to ll 
charg es. 
The telepho ne ex ecutiv e co n­ 
tended that these priv ate co m­ 
panies are able to serv e lucr­ 
ativ e, hig h-v o lume ro utes while 
the pho ne co mpanies are re­ 
quired by law to serv e all mar­ 
kets. 


“ So me» co mmunicatio ns cus­ 
to mers—-mainly 
big 
busi­ 
nesses—stand to g ain fro m 
these 
dev elo pments,” 
Neat­ 
hammer said. “ But fo r the v ast 
majo rity o f telepho ne users, it 
will be a lo sing pro po sitio n.” 
He said residential rates will 
hav e to g o up to make up fo r 
the business lo st to the priv ate 
co mpanies and that there will 
be needless duplicatio n o f facil­ 
ities. 
Jo hn Zrno , MCI senio r v ice 
president in Chicag o , said the 
telepho ne co mpanies were just 
raising “ a scare tactic.” 
“ Co mpetitio n is a way o f life 
in the United States,” he said. 
“ There is no way the little o ld 
lady in Io wa is g o ing to hav e to 
pay hig her rates.” 
Zrno said his co mpany pro ­ 
v ides priv ate lines fo r busi­ 
nesses between 39 cities in the 
co untry . 
Neathammer co ntended the 
FCC has been “ chipping away ” 
at the natural mo no po ly o f the 
telepho ne co mpanies since 19 68 
and said the mo st recent ex ­ 
ample was an FCC decisio n an­ 
no unced Thursday . 
That ruling will permit resi­ 
dential and business telepho ne 
custo mers to purchase their 
pho ne equipment fro m priv ate 
suppliers witho ut hav ing to pay 
the Ameriuan Telepho ne & 
Teleg raph Co . fo r co nnecting 
dev ices. 
‘I can see no end to what is 
happening to the telepho ne in­ 
dustry ,” Neathammer said.

DEAR DR. LAMB - I am 
v ery wo rried abo ut my 3-y ear- 
o ld so n. He has a v ery bad so re 
thro at. I to o k him to the do cto r 
and he to ld me he has quinsy . 
I wo uld appreciate it if y o u 
wo uld ex plain what that is and 
what causes it. The do cto r to id 
me my so n inherited it fro m 
me. As a child I had frequent 
so re thro ats and and weak 
to nsils. I try to take the best 
care o f my children’s health as 
I can. 
My so n became sick o n 
Mo nday and o n Tuesday he was 
a little wo rse. He said his 
thro at did no t hurt. Then 
Wednesday mo rning he tried to 
eat his breakfast and he 
co uldn’t swallo w, so I to o k him 
rig ht o v er to the do cto r. Ho w 
can a child g et that sick so fast 
and no t co mplain? I feel v ery 
helpless and bewildered. I 
asked the do cto r and he just 
said it was a bad so re thro at 
and that he hadn’t seen such a 
case in y ears. 
DEAR READER — The term 
quinsy 
is 
used 
fo r 
the 
dev elo pment o f an abscess 
aro und the to nsil as a co m­ 
plicatio n o f a sev ere so re 
thro at, usually a strep thro at. 
The tissue aro und the to nsil 
area is fairly lo o se and an 
abscess can fo rm and beco me 
quite larg e. It may pro duce 
sev ere swelling o f the neck. 
Certainly it’s eno ug h to cause 
difficulty fo r a 
child 
in 
swallo wing . 
Die usual nature o f quinsy is 
to cause a sudden chang e in 
illness just as y o u described. 
The child may be g etting alo ng 


v ery well with an o rdinary so re 
thro at and then hav e a sudden 
marked swelling o f the' thro at, 
difficulty in shallo wing , fev er 
and ev idence o f sev ere illness. 
Just keep in mind that it is 
simply an abscess and it is 
caused by an infectio n. It can 
be treated and it is no t that 
dang ero us to day because o f the 
treatments 
which 
are 
av ailable. 
This was o nce a dreaded and 
fairly frequent co mplicatio n o f 
strep thro at but since strep 
thro ats are larg ely co ntro lled 
to day with antibio tics it is 
seldo m seen. That’s why y o ur 
do cto r said he hadn’t seen such 
a case fo r y ears. 
Yo ur so n did no t inherit 
quinsy fro m y o u. It is an infec­ 
tio n caused by bacteria. What 
y o ur do cto r pro bably meant 
was that y o ur so n inherited a 
tendency to thro at infectio ns 
which allo wed him to g et the 
so re thro at to beg in with. It is 


true that so me peo ple seem to 
be mo re resistant to infectio ns 
than o thers but the ex act 
reaso ns fo r this are no t alway s 
clear. 
THERE IS a wide v ariety o f 
questio ns, co mments and o ther 
thing s in my mailbag . Recently 
I receiv ed a printed statement 
fro m o ne of the readers which 


was sho rt, simple and full o f 
wisdo m. It read as fo llo ws, 
“ Do n’t be afraid to ask stupid 
questio ns. They ’re a lo t easier 
to 
handle 
than 
stupid 
mistakes.” 
I’m inclined to ag ree and 
such a philo so phy is certainly 
impo rtant where health is 
co ncerned.

fYo m the co nsumers’ lev el, 
federal regulato rs seem to hav e 
little impact. No ne o f the feder­ 
al energy regulato rs has a di­ 
rect co nsumer price autho rity

Bo ard do es o n airline fares. 
Such v isible co nsumer impact 
is wielded by state and lo cal 
regulato rs — mo stly utility 
co mmissio ns. 
But federal enefgy regulato rs 
play a ro le in setting base 
prices fo r o il and natural gas 
and in pro v iding incentiv es fo r 
marketing so me ty pes o f ener­ 
gy . 
Industry critics blame federal 
agencies in part fo r recent 
energy sho rtages and warn o f 
mo re sev ere sho rtages to co me 
unless regulato ry po licies are 
changed. 
Altho ugh these bro ad charges 
do no t alway s withstand clo se 
scrutiny , they do cast a harsh 
light o n o ne fact — energy 
regulatio ns hav e a co st. 
NATURAL GAS 
Perhaps the single mo st co n­ 
tro v ersial energy regulatio n to ­ 
day is the Federal Po wer Co m­ 
missio n’s 
co ntro l o f prices 
charged fo r natural gas by pro ­ 
ducers to interstate pipelines. 
The natio n is faced with a 
gro wing sho rtage o f natural 
gas, which industry spo kesmen 
repeatedly blame o n “ 22 y ears 
o f federal regulatio n.” 
In fact, there is ev idence the 
sho rtage had o ther impo rtant 
causes: heav y industry pro mo ­ 
tio n o f gas usage, disappo inting 
pro ductio n 
fro m 
o v errated 
fields and the shift o f ex plo r­ 
atio n in the 1960s fro m the 
United States to the Middle 
East and o ther lo w-co st areas. 
But the accusatio n against 
federal regulatio n has gained 
legitimacy in recent y ears as 
inflatio n accelerated drilling 
co sts. 
The wheels o f federal regu­ 
latio n grind slo wly . By the time 
the FPC is ready to autho rize 
price increases, co sts may hav e 
so ared ev en higher. 
Fo r ex ample, Pennzo il Pro ­ 
ducing Co . asked the FPC in 
1973 to appro v e natural gas 
sales at 47 cents per tho usand 
cubic feet. But the co mmissio n 
balked, demanding actual co st 
figures.

needed 65 cents a tho usand. 
But, by then, the co mpany 
wanted 8 0 cents. 
Price increases granted in re­ 
cent y ears by the FPC fo r gas 
at the well hav e sho wn up later 
as price increases o n the ho me­ 
o wner’s gas bill. But such fed­ 
erally appro v ed hikes are no t 
ev en the majo r facto r in so ar­ 
ing gas bills. 
Industry statistics sho w that, 
since 1969, the natio nal av erage 
price o f natural gas at the well 
has added abo ut $30 to the av ­ 
erage annual gas bill. But, in 
the same perio d, the av erage 
bill has actually jumped a to tal 
o f $82. 
This means abo ut two -thirds 
o f the increased prices paid by 
gas co nsumers reflect increases 
in co sts all do wn the dis­ 
tributio n sy stem and no t just 
the wellhead price rises. 
Hie industry co mplains that 
federal regulatio n simply can­ 
no t adjust prices quickly and 
fairly eno ugh to stimulate all 
o ut ex plo ratio n fo r new gas 
supplies. 
And the natio n do es face a 
deepening sho rtage o f natural 
gas — tempo rarily disguised 
this winter by a slo w eco no my , 
av ailability o f substitute fuels 
and mild weather. 
The Federal Energy Adminis­ 
tratio n estimated gas supplies 
were 11 per cent belo w needs in 
1975 and pro jected a 16 per cent 
sho rtage fo r this y ear — a 
sho rtfall that might no t be 
cushio ned again by the eco no ­ 
my o r the weather. 
Hie industry ’s so lutio n is fo r 
Co ngress to end federal price 
regulatio n o f natural gas. 
If the industry is right, the 
co nsumer will pay mo re fo r gas 
— perhaps a lo t mo re — but a 
reliable supply will be assured. 
But what if the industry is 
wro ng? 
OU 
In the 195 0’s, Arab o il was 
cheaper than U.S. o il, and the 
do mestic pro ducers wanted pro ­ 
tectio n against a raid o n their 
custo mers. They go t it in 1959 
when President Dwight D. Eis­ 
enho wer impo sed a quo ta limit­ 
ing o il impo rts. 
But do mestic o il pro ductio n 
has dwindled until the United 


States no w depends o n fo reign 
so urces fo r nearly 40 per cent 
o f its o il, the dependency that 
made the 1973 Arab o il embar­ 
go po ssible. 
So me industry spo kesmen 
no w blame the v ery quo ta sy s- 
tim, impo sed fo r their pro tec­ 
tio n, fo r driv ing do mestic pro ­ 
ductio n do wn. 
They say the quo ta sy stem 
was no t tight eno ugh, that it let 
in to o much fo reign o il. And 
they say the threat o f larger 
quo tas was used to keep do mes­ 
tic pro ducers fro m raising their 
prices higher, and earning the 
pro fits they claim were needed 
fo r ex plo ratio n at ho me. 
The quo tas were remo v ed in 
1973 because the natio n simply 
needed all the o il impo rts it 
co uld get. 
But while they lasted, did the 
quo tas pro tect co nsumer fro m 
high prices, o r did they dis­ 
co urage do mestic supply and 
set him up fo r ev en higher 
prices o nce the fo reign pro duc­ 
er’s cartel was in the driv er’s 
seat? 
Ano ther dilemma o f energy 
regulatio n. 
ENVIRONMENT VS. 
ENERGY? 
Critics claim env iro nmental 
rules co nflict with max imum 
use o f av ailable fuels. 
But the facts so metimes sug­ 
gest a different interpretatio n. 
Since the 1930’s, auto mo bile 
gaso line mileage has deterio ­ 
rated with heav ier cars, mo re 
po werful engines, auto matic 
transmissio ns, air co nditio ning 
and a v ariety o f po wer acces­ 
so ries. 
Early antipo llutio n co ntro ls 
co ntributed to a slump in av er­ 
age mileage fro m 15 .5 miles 
per gallo n in 1967 mo dels to 
13.9 in the 1974 cars. 
But wi^h the stricter antipo l­ 
lutio n 
standards, 
“ cataly tic 


co nv erters” and a wav e o f 
smaller cars, mileage has im­ 
pro v ed rapidly to 15 .6 miles per 
gallo n in 1975 and an av erage 
17 .6 in the 1976 mo dels, EPA 
repo rts. 
Federal law no w requires 
cars to av erage 18 miles per 
gallo n fo r 1978 mo dels, 19 mpg 
fo r 1979, 20 fo r 1980 and 27 .5 fo r 
1985 mo dels. 
Other env iro nmental regu­ 
latio ns also affect the energy 
area. 
Fo r ex ample, the Co ast 
Guard has rules abo ut the o per­ 
atio ns o f tankers. These include 
limits o n pumping o ut ships’ 
bilge tanks, a ihajo r so urce o f 
the spilled o il that washes up 
o n beaches. 
The Interio r Department has 
safety regulatio ns o n o ffsho re 
drilling designed to av o id the 
ty pe o f disastro us blo wo ut and 
spill that co ated the beaches o f 
Santa Barbara, Calif., with 
crude o il in 1969. 
Whatev er its cause, the ener­ 
gy crisis that erupted with the 
Arab o il embargo o f Octo ber 
1973 has fo rced the U.S. go v ern­ 
ment into ev en greater energy 
regulatio n.

The Federal Energy Adminis­ 
tratio n (FEA) was created to 
regulate the allo catio n and 
prices o f crude o il and petro ­ 
leum pro ducts during and after 
the embargo emergency .

Nuclear po wer, the newest 
majo r energy so urce, was a 
go v ernment o ffspring fro m the 
start and remains perhaps the 
mo st tho ro ughly regulated o f 
them all. The Nuclear Regu­ 
lato ry Co mmissio n (NRC) regu­ 
lates nuclear po wer plants and 
their fuels. 
Oil, gas, co al, uranium, geo ­ 
thermal steam, o il shale — all 
are regulated by the Interio r 
Department whether they are 
pro duced o n federal land o r the 
federal o ffsho re areas bey o nd 
the 3-mile limit o f state juris­ 
dictio ns.

name was Ken Ro ady , is a liv e­ 
ly 71-y ear-o ld who still can 
mimic the shu ffle o f an ap e 
mu ch to the amu sement o f his 
friends. He ap p eared as a 
stu ntman in ab o u t 100 mo v ies 
and p lay ed a go rilla in 33 o th­ 
ers. The b arrel-chested, 5-fo o t-6 
p erfo rmer was the hairy b east 
in Mighty Jo e Yo u ng (with Ter­ 
ry Mo o re), The Unho ly Three 
(with Lo n Chaney Sr.), Tarzan

Walker has political options

CHICAGO (A P) - Can Gov. 
Daniel Walker snap back? 
Walker went to Florida over 
the weekend with his wife and 
two children to nurse a political 
hangover from his loss to Sec­ 
retary of State Michael J. 
Howlett in the Democratic pri­ 
mary for the nomination for 
governor. 
When he returns in 10 days, 
his advisors say, he will face 
these options: 
—“ Serious” endorsement by 
the Democratic governor, possi­ 
bly of Republican James R. 
Thompson who will face Howl­ 
ett in the November election. 
—“ Perfunctory” endorse­ 
ment 
of Howlett or Thompson. 
—A move to keep his hand in 
while playing for time by cam­ 
paigning for a few selected can­ 
didates, such as those running 
for Congress, the state Su­ 
preme Court and the legisla­ 
ture. 
—Immediate mustering of the 
troops for a run in 1978 at the 
Democratic nomination for gov­ 
ernor. 
But the game ain’t over ’til 
the gun sounds, folks. There is 
one last desperation move for 
Walker, a two-minute drill in­ 
volving a third party and an 
end run of both the Republicans 
and the Democrats in Novem­ 
ber. 
“ He who the gods will de­ 
stroy they first make mad,” Il­ 
linois House Speaker James 
Redmond said. 
The quotation from Euripides 


popped into the mind of the 
bulldog-like 
DuPage 
County 
Democratic chairman when he 
was asked about a possible 
third-party bid by Walker. 
Howlett said such a move 
would assure his own election 
by splitting the downstate vote 
that always goes against Chi­ 
cago and his political patron, 
Mayor Richard J. Daley. A 
campaign strategist cordial to 
Walker suggested that a third- 
party run would do just the op­ 
posite, that is, elect Thompson. 
This strategist said his guess 
is that a Walker run in Novem­ 
ber would divide the Democrats 
in the suburbs and downstate, 
thus assuring a Republican 
triumph. He gave the governor 
only slim odds of successfully 
pulling off such a wild-card 
maneuver, the most optimistic 
prognosis 
among 
politicians 
consulted. 
What about the other options? 
A “ serious” endorsement of 
Howlett is unlikely. Both pri­ 
mary campaigners will be too 
busy scraping the mud off for

such a detente. But the gover­ 
nor could try to savor revenge 
by throwing any support he can 
muster to Thompson. Some­ 
thing similar happened in 1972 
when the forces of Paul Simon, 
defeated by Walker, raised 
funds for Republican Richard 
B. Ogilvie. 
A ‘ ‘perfunctory” endorsement 
of Howlett would do little for 
the secretary of state, but it 
would keep intact Walker’s cre­ 
dentials in the Democratic par­ 
ty for future use. A laconic, 
late-hour handclasp might be 


rem iniscent 
of 
Eugene 
McCarthy’s espousal of Demo­ 
cratic 
nominee 
Hubert 
H. 
Humphrey in 1968. McCarthy is 
now running for president as an 
independent. 
Another option would be to 
pick a few candidates and cam­ 
paign for them, a strategy to 
win political IOUs that may be 
call«! in when a future oppor­ 
tunity for office arises. 


The opportunity could arise 
quickly. 


The next governor will serve 
two years instead of the usual 
four. That is because the 1970 
Constitution was designed to 
move the gubernatorial cam­ 
paign into the off-year elections 
to get the state candidates off 
of the coattails of national of­ 
fice seekers.
